Convention Then Adjourned as a 


Tribute to the Memory of 


Grover Cleveland 


Special to T he Dispatch. 
Denver, July 7.—In the presence of 
a crowd that packed Denver’s immense 
new auditorium the Democratic con­ 
vention was called to order by National 
Chairman Taggart shortly after noon 
today. 
Following the reading of the 
call and prayer by Bishop Keane, of 
Wyoming, Temporary Chairman Bel; 
delivered the key note speech. The 
standing committees were then an­ 
nounced and resolutions were adopted 
expressing condolence on the death of 
former President Grover Cleveland. 
As a further mark of respect the con­ 
vention immediately adjourned. The 
New Jersey delegation in caucus today 
decided to vote as a unit for Gray for 
piesident. 


Denver, July 7.—The wave of Bryan 
santlment among the delegates to the 
Democratic national convention has in- 
•reased to apparently overwhelming 
and irresistible proportions, and the 
nomination of the Nebraskan seems 
now assured beyond any reasonable 
doubt, unless some unlooked for re­ 
versal of present conditions occurs. 
All efforts to unite on a vice pres! 
iential candidate have proved futile, 
and the convention will begin its de- 
Iberattong with the contest for second 
place wide open. 
A majority of the Pennsylvania dele 
Batlon in caucus named Colonel James 
M. Guffey as national committeeman 
In open defiance of Mr. Bryan’s de­ 
mand for his displacement and on the 
heels of Guffey’s stinging public ar­ 
raignment of Bryan as a “hypocrite, 
Ingrate and falsifier.” 
A minority of 
the Pennsylvania delegation held a 
rump caucus, which sought to depose 
Guffey from leadership and install 
James Kerr, a Bryan man, as Penn­ 
sylvania’s leader. 
The New York delegation appointed 
a committee of ten to draft a platform 
and named Judge Alton B. Parker, 
the 
Democratic 
standard-bearer 
of 
1904, as the New York representa­ 
tive on the platform committee. 
The'New York caucus was silent on 
the presidential and vice ^presidential 
lituation and New York still falls to 
Bhow her colors. 
The Democratic national committee 
held Its first meeting to consider con­ 
tests, which resulted In the dismissal 
af Senator McCarren’s New York con­ 
tests and the seating of Roger Sulli­ 
van's Illinois delegates. 


Features of Eventful Day. 
The foregoing are only the main 
features of an eventful day—a day 
marked by the culmination of that 
aolay demonstration which ushers In 
g national convention, with delegations 
pid their hosts of followers pouring 
Into town, with bands and marching 
flubs vising in turbulent demonstra­ 
tion, and with streets and hotel lob­ 
bies Ailed with surging crowds. Amid

1,002, the one-third necessary to pre-, 
vent a nomination being 334, where­ 
as the allied opposition claimed fifteen 
in excess of this requirement, had 
New York furnished the rallying point.

this dinner Mr. Bryan 
stated clearly that he realized that 
there might arise situations where the 
Issuance of an injunction without no­ 
tice to those enjoined w’ould be the 
only remedy against loss of life or 
Irreparable damage to property 
To 
meet such cases, Mr. Bryan further 
Indicated that if the resolutions com­ 
mittee could 
draw a 
plank 
which 
would provide for such emergencies, 
with the safeguard that this class of 
injunctions should be self-dissolving 
after a jteriod of three or five days, 
the plank would meet his approval. 
Work on the platform continues 
through the medium of an informal 
sub-committee consisting of Governor 
Haskell, who is to be chairman of the 
resolutions committee, and a number 
of prominent members of the party 
who will have places on that commit­ 
tee. 
The product of this work will 
he laid before a large sub-cominittee 
of the resolutions committee when the 
latter is officially appointed by the 
convention.

contemplates 
telephoning each plank to Mr. Bryan 
at Lincoln as soon as it is agreed uj^ 
on by the sub committee. 


After Approval of Bryan. 
Thus it will be possible for the 
sub-committee to present to the full 
resolutions 
committee 
a 
perfected 
platform which already has received 
the stamp of approval of the prospec­ 
tive candidate. 
So far there has de­ 
veloped no intimation of hostility to 
Mr. Bryan’s wishes with reference to 
the platform. 
One of these wishes is 
understood to be that the platform be 
the product of ihe resolutions commit­ 
tee, guided, of course, in its drafting, 
by frequent conferences with Fair­ 
view. 
Flanks of many varieties were sub­ 
mitted to Governor Haskell and by 
him to his conferring colleagues. One 
of these was an irrigation plank, sub­ 
mitted by Judge King of Utah, which 
pledges the party to conservation of 
the irrigable lands of the West for 
persons desiring to make permanent 
homes as against allowing this terri­ 
tory to become property of corpora 
tions.

REGULAR MEETING 
OF CITY COUNCIL 


Large Amount of Routine Busi­ 


ness Transacted and 


Claims Allowed 


W ATERW ORKS WAS DISCUSSED 


Water Company will Refuse to 


Furnish Fire Pressure After 


July 11th it is Said 


The members of the city council were 
all present at the regular meeting Mon­ 
day evening and though there was little 
besides routine business tfansacte 1 they 
were in session until midnight, much of 
the time being devoted to discussion of 
the various phases of the w ater works 
question. 
The usual reports of the city officers 
were read and approved and the coun­ 
cil then passed to the work of allowing 
bills against the city, most of which 
was passed without comment. 
The pay rolls of the various depart­ 
ments of the city were allowed as usu­ 
al. 
The rolls were of the usual size, 
that of the firemen neing only $24.00 
The bills for the rock purchased last 
winter were allowed, there having been 
743.62 tons purchased at a cost to the 
city of $2974.43, as shown by the weigh 
bills of the city scales. 
There was a kick from Alderman 
Fogelstrom, on the bills for livery 
ordered by Superintendent Baker of the 
electric light department. 
They were 
ordered paid, however, with the under­ 
standing that hereafter he should get 
an order before hiring a team. 
The committee on streets, sidewalks 
and bridges reported there were two 
sidewalks on North Ninth street which 
were in a bad condition and should be 
condem ned. 
There was c o n d d e n b le 
discussion to who should condemn the 
walk, neither the street committee or 
the street commissioner seeming to care 
to take the responsibility. 
The m atter 
was finally left without action on an 
agreement to in spect the walks and the 
committee and commissioner to report 
at next meeting. 
The purchasing committee reported 
that the supplies ordered for the fire 
department has been received. 
The committee on health, sewers and 
police reported plans and estimates for 
a storm sewer from the city scales 
south to the comer of Maple street and 
¿hence west to Fifth street at a total 
cost of $645.50 and recommended that 
it be ordered constructed 
at once. 
There 
was 
considerable discussion, 
members from other wards expressing 
the opinion that the sewer should not 
be constructed from the general funds 
when other wards had been compelled 
to pay for their own sewers. 
The alder­ 
man from that ward took the ground 
that the sewer was a storm sewer, and 
not a sanitary sewer, and that for that 
reason should be paid for by the entire 
city. 
It was, however, laid on the 
table until next meeting. 
The publicity committee had no re­ 
port to make, bat stated that they 
were preparing pamphlets which were 
to be put out. 
A petition from property owners on 
North Ninth street 
was presented, 
asking the council to order the street 
curbed and graded and catch basins put 
in. 
After some discussion the m atter 
was referred to the street committee. 
Alderman Fogelstrom stated that he 
had been told that the Minnesota W at­ 
erworks company was refusing to re­ 
ceive money for water rents and that 
he believed that the company intended 
to shut down the plant. 
He introduced 
a resolution instructing the city attor­ 
ney to prepare papers to serve on the 
company to prevent them from discon­ 
tinuing service should they attem pt to 
do so. 
It brought forth from Mayor Wise a 
letter that a gentleman had received 
from Ambrose Tighe dated June 24, 
covering the points in controversy and 
stating that the company would refuse

to continue fire service after July 11, 
unless before that date the city had 
taken steps either to acquire the plant 
or to grant the company a contract for 
a term of years which would warrant 
them improving the plant. 
Mr. Tighe 
gave as his reason for this action that 
the company could no longer he placed 
in the p<»sition of agreeing to do what 
it had not the machinery to do nor 
would it make any additional invest­ 
ment when the city was taking steps 
which would render that investment 
worthless. 
Alderman Twohey arose and made an 
extended address to the council in which 
he reviewed the action of this council 
in the waterworks m atter and declared 
that there was an under current of op­ 
position to the bond issue which had 
grown up since the talk of I^eon E. 
bum to the commercial club. 
Mr. Two­ 
hey and 
Mr. Zakariasen both 
paid 
their compliments to the commercial 
club and others, declaring that there 
had been underhanded work and Mr. 
Zakariasen said that there had been 
attem pts made to intimidate the coun- 
cilmen, but that he for one was there 
for the purpose of taking the part of 
the people and was going to do so. 
Th is brought a retort from President 
Johnson to the effect that he and other 
councilmen who did not agree with Mr. 
Zakariasen in all things were also on 
the side of the people and acted as 
honestly as did Mr Zakariasen. 
Continuing Mr. Twohey called atten­ 
tion to a meeting of a part of the city 
council to which he alleged that the 
members of the Third 
and Fourth 
Wards had not been invited and also 
declared that certain of the members 
of the publicity committee had failed 
to do their duty, and that certain of 
the city officials had either wilfully or 
through lack of knowledge blocker! the 
efforts of the council to have the elec­ 
tion held earlier. 
He also paid his re­ 
spects to the press in general and the 
Tribune in particular. 
Mayor Wise 
stated that he had from the beginning 
believed, and still believed that the city 
should condemn the plant at once and 
get the revenues and that this was tht 
shortest and wisest way out of the 
tangle. 
He recalled to the attention of 
the aldermen meetings of the publicity 
committee which they themselves had 
called and which he had attended and 
at which they had not showed up. 
Af­ 
ter much desultory discussion a roll 
call was ordered on Alderman Fogel- 
strom ’s resolution directing the city 
attorney to prepare papers for an in- 
jun< to n suit. 
The aldermen all voted 
aye and the resolution was declared 
adopted. 
Mayor Wise read a letter from the 
Western Port Huron Company, declin 
ing to send a man to demonstrate the 
abilities of the road roller unless the 
city would in writing state that such 
act should not affect the acceptance of 
the roller which it declared the city had 
already accepted. 
This brought forth 
another long discussion in which the 
new city attorney sought to be enlight­ 
ened in the m atter and the letter was 
turned over to him along with other 
papers in the matter. 
The street curb lines in the First and 
Fifth wards were established, being 
17J feet from the center line except on 
South Seventh street, between Laurel 
and Norwood, where they were fixed 
at 27h feet from the center line. 
Polling places for the special election 
were fixed as follows: 
First ward, Gardner building, 418 
South Sixth street. 
Second ward, Congdon’s paint shop, 
617 Main street. 
Third ward, hose house. 
Fourth ward, hose house. 
Fifth ward, 307 Sixth street. 
Council then adjourned.

Furnish Fire Pressure After 


July 11th it is Said 


The members of the city council were : 
all present at the regular meeting Mon­ 
day evening and though there was little I 
besides routine business transacted they 
were in session until midnight, much of 
the time being devoted to discussion of 
the various phases of the water works j 
question. 
The usual reports of the city officers 
were read and approved and the coun­ 
cil then passed to the work of allowing ' 
bills against the city, most of which 
was passed without comment. 
The pay rolls of the various depart­ 
ments of the city were allowed as usu-1 
al. 
The rolls were of the usual size, 
that of the firemen being only $24.00 
The bills for the rock purchased last 
winter were allowed, there having been 
748.62 tons purchased at a cost to the 
city of $2974.43, as shown by the weigh 
bills of the city scales. 
There was a kick from Alderman 
Fogelstrom, on the bills for livery i 
ordered by Superintendent Baker of the 
electric light department. 
They were 
ordered paid, however, with the under­ 
standing that hereafter he should get i 
an order before hiring a team. 
The committee on streets, sidewalks 
and bridges reported there were two 
sidewalks on North Ninth street which 
were in a bad condition and should be 
condemned. 
There was c e n te ra b le I 
discussion to who should condemn the 
walk, neither the street committee or 
the street commissioner seeming to care ! 
to take the responsibility. 
The m atter 
was finally left without action on an 
agreement to inspect the walks and the i 
committee and commissioner to report 
at next meeting. 
The purchasing committee reported 
that the supplies ordered for the fire 
department has been received. 
The committee on health, sewers and 
police reported plans and estimates fo r, 
a storm sewer from the city scales 
south to the corner of Maple street and 
thence west to Fifth street at a total 
cost of $645.50 and recommended that 
it be ordered constructed 
at once. 
There 
was 
considerable discussion, 
members from other wards expressing 
the opinion that the sewer should not 
be constructed from the general funds 
when other wards had been compelled j 
to pay for their own sewers. 
The alder- j 
man from that ward took the ground 
that the sewer was a storm sewer, and 
not a sanitary sewer, and that for that 
reason should be paid for by the entire 
city. 
It was, however, laid on the 
table until next meeting. 
The publicity committee had no re­ 
port to make, but stated that they 
were preparing pamphlets which were 
to be put out. 
A petition from property owners on 
North Ninth street 
was presented, 
asking the council to order the street 
curbed and graded and catch basins put 
in. 
After some discussion the m atter 
was referred to the street committee. 
Alderman Fogelstrom stated that he

Board of Education Held Regular 
Meeting Monday Evening and 
Transacted Usual Business 
There was little startling or out of 
the regular order of things in the pro­ 
ceedings of the regular meeting of the 
board of education Monday evening. 
The usual janitor’s pay roll and a small 
bunch of bills were allowed. 
Most of 
the evening was devoted to the consid­ 
eration of the question of a heating 
plant for the Lowell school. 
The dis­ 
trict did not realize as much from the 
June apportionment as was expected 
and the board is up against a hard 
proposition, 
The bids for excavation 
were all rejected, because if the exca­ 
vating were done and no contract let 
for the heating plant 
the building 
would not be in shape to use this com­ 
ing winter. 
It was decided to wait un­ 
til the contract was let for the heating 
plant before letting the contract for 
other work. 
The resignation of Mons Mahlum, 
who had moved into the Second and 
was ineligible to serve as a representa­ 
tive of the Fifth ward, was accepted. 
The board then adjourned to meet on 
Thursday evening of this week.
